An effort to revive a flood 
control program for the San 
Pasqual and Rodeo canyons in 
the Lower Valley was initiated 
by a group of property owners 
at a meeting of the Lompoc 
Soil < onservation District Mon­ 
day night.

Failing to reach an accord on 
the question of the cities giv­ 
ing the county a split of their 
sales tax ordinance, the offi­ 
cial« agreed to wait until alter 
budgets for the n*cxt fiscal year 
are draw n up, then have another 
m eeting on the subject.

The impasse resulted yesterday 
when the supervisors and m ayors 
declined to alter their form er 
stands. The supervisors contend­ 
ed that 95 ' of thf increased sales 
tax revenues un ler the bla.iket 
tax would come from rural fam ­ 
ilies and that therefore the county 
should have a share in order to 
reduce the ad valorum tax.

It was also 
learned from W ashington yes­ 
terday thiil the N avy’s objection 
to the Camp Cooke site is that 
coastal fogs would cut down on 
flying time.

The Taxpayer’s Friend 


Savings of millions of dollars to American 
taxpayers are involved in the placement of the 
proposed Navy air station at Camp Cooke. I he 
action would not only relieve the government 
of the necessity of spending 
$5,800,000 
for 
more land, but also would eliminate huge ex­ 
penses for housing, hospital facilities, railroad 
extensions, utilities, roads, and all 
the 
other 
items basic to a military installation. 


For vears. Congressional committees have 
been investigating waste in the Armed Forces. 
And for just as many years, the prodigous ex­ 
pense of maintaining the 
military 
establish­ 
ment has remained the major burden 
on the 
taxpayer. 
W hile the headlines are devoted 
to a Chicago hat maker charged with making 
a few too many fast bucks on an Army con­ 
tract. the services quietly and independently 
pursue a program of 
acquiring -millions 
of 
more acres of land on which to place new in­ 
stallations costing more billions of dollars. And 
this goes on while other installations in which 


the taxpayers already have billions invested 
continue in peacetime idleness. 


The Department of Defense, in the case 
of tin* N avy’s new air station, has 
come 
up 
with the idea that duplication is not only un­ 
necessary, but a waste of money which could 
otherwise he used to advantage in some other 
phase of the total defense effort. In the past, 
the Pentagon has indicated that Camp Cooke 
was to lie retained on an inactive status lor 
use in the event of 
an 
all-out 
mobilization. 
This, however, ri obviously not a justification 
for keeping the huge reservation idle when it 
could be used for other purposes. The need for 
a Navy air station is apparently a certainty as 
of now, while the need 
for 
a 
mobilization 
point is an uncertainty of the future. 


Regardless of whether the Department of 
Defense pushes through with the Camp Cooke 
proposal, the public can hope that like atten­ 
tion to the taxpayer’s pocketbook will l>e given 
military budget items in the years ahead.

Uncle Sam’s Promise 


The 
city 
government's 
concern 
over 
the condition of the Lompoc Terrace 
site 
is 
well placed. 
The city encourages, and some­ 
times forces private property owners to take 
care of weed-infested lots and tumbled down 
buildings. 
W hen reluctant property owners 
look down the street and see 14 acres owned 
by Uncle Sam looking like a jungle, their eb­ 
bing enthusiasm is chilled even more. 


W hen the government originally estab­ 
lished the Terrace as a temporary, demount­ 
able housing project, permission was granted 
bv the City of Lompoc. 
The ¿fact that the 
buildings were substandard and did not even 
pretend to meet building 
code 
specilications 
was over-looked because of the urgency of the 
. situation at the time. 
The waiver was given, 
however, with the proviso that 
the 
Terrace 
buildings would be removed and the land re- 


turned to its original condition when the need 
for the housing no longer existed. 


The Terrace was abandoned more than a 
vear ago and no effort has been made by the 
government to keep its 
agreement with 
the 
citv. 
W hile the property has bounced from 
one Federal agency to 
another 
and 
various 
schemes for its disposal have been advanced, 
nothing has been done toward returning it to 
its original condition as promised. 
That the 
government is really little interested in keep­ 
ing its promise seems to be indicated by the 
fact thut in order to take the property over, the 
local school system would have lieen required 
to continue the remaining substandard struc­ 
tures in use. 


Lompocans want their community clean 
and attractive, but they can't achieve this end 
without the cooperation of Uncle Sam. 


Uranium and the U.S.S.R. 


President Eisenhower's program for the 
release to other nations of some 88,000 pounds 
of rare Uranium-235 for use in atomic power

By contrast, it should

But, unfortunately, this new act of Am ­ 
erican generosity will probably not result in 
great gratitude from abroad. 
At least, not on 
the level of the musses. 
Why? Because the 
Kremlin, despite the phoniness of 
its 
propa­ 
ganda, is rejioi ted to be 
scoring 
heavily 
in 
Asiu with its "‘peace assault’ against the West. 


In other words, Bulganin’s offer of peace 


pacts with the United States, Britain and other 
nations of the West and Middle East casts 
Moscow in a “sweet and light” role in the 
eyes of Asians. 
Conversely, our 
sale 
of 
tanks to Saudi Arabia, together with the clev­ 
er Soviet play on the purj>ose of our weather 
balloons and our inept statements supporting 
Portugese territorial claims in India, all com ­ 
bine to make us u»i>opular in many places. 


The answer to the dilemma, it seems to 
us, is not to launch into a greater giveaway 
program or to withdraw all aid, but rather to 
use greater care in avoiding acts and state­ 
ments which can readily be interpreted as war­ 
like. 
A few of these can more than offset 
our m any genuine and 
generous 
moves 
to 
help others. — C.F.S. 


Nine Million Plus 


The final official count from Detroit on 
the number of cars, trucks and buses produced 
last 
year 
hit 
a record-smashing 9,169,144. 
That’s more motor vehicles than there were 
in all the 48 States not so many 
years 
ago. 
This record exceeded by more than a million 
the previous high* in 1950 when it was 8,003,- 
056. 
Passenger cars accounted for 7.9 million 
of the 1955 total and trucks and buses came 
to one and a quarter million. 
W hen this 
production record will be topped— and it will 
be sooner or later—is anyone's guess. But cer­ 
tainly this tremendous output is a tribute not 
only to American manufacturing genius but 
equally to 
American 
financing 
knowhow. 


W ithout the billions of dollars advanced 
by 
banks and other financial institutions both to 
individual car purchasers and to the car and 
car parts producers, the Niagara-like flow of 
vehicles would have been but a mere trickle. 
One of the reasons why Europe, for instance, 
lags so far behind America in automobile pro­ 
duction is, among other things, the lag in ad­ 
opting such methods as installment buying. 
Over there installment buying is still a rela­ 
tively small part of total purchases and is 
still a subject of hot debate. Just think, with­ 
out installment buying this writer could never 
have bought his 1935 Terruplane. And in an­ 
other year or two, it’ll be paid for! E.C.

In the old days on March 3rd 
men, women and children made 
crude dolls, of paper, and in 
making them transferred th«*ir 
ill fortunes to the dolls 
1 hen 
in a procession, the people car­ 
ried the dolls 
to 
a 
nearby 
brook or river and cost 
them, 
hearing all their evils, into the 
water. 
Later, it became customary to 
display 
elaborately 
dressed 
dolls at the festival time, dolls 
representing the emperor and 
the empress, 
court 
ministers, 
musicians, and attendants. The 
making of these 
fWtcy 
dolls 
and the miniature fifrntture t*> 
accompany the setting soon be­ 
came an exquisite art. and ev­ 
entually the two trends merg-ni 
into one. 
One part of the Doll fe sti­ 
val symbolizes the good 
rid­ 
dance of ill luck, and the other 
part provides opportunity for 
wealthy families and renowned 
doll makers to 
display 
their 
prized selections.

•THE I*A8T HURRAH” 


by F-dwin O’Connor 
Between the Potato Famine in 
1847. and 1900, four and a half 
million Irish crowded into our 
American cities. They were seg­ 
regated in tenements, persecut­ 
ed At first on religious grounds, 
and eoldshouldered socially by 
the Yankee majority. Pontic«, 
especially ward politics, was the 
only ladder by which they could 
climb out of the slum. They 
seized it; and in Boston, New 
York, and Philadelphia, to name 
but three, the city hall became 
the objective of every bright 
young talent In the second and 
third generations. 
‘The Last Hurrah." the Atlan­ 
tic Prize Novel, is their story, 
written with true sympathy and 
warm, Impulsive humor in a 
novel as delightful as It is pro­ 
foundly moving. From various 
angles, through various eyes, 
one gradually discovers a great 
deal about Irish life and politics 
In America, about loyalty and 
hatred, about the evolution of a 
big city, about what makes a 


follower and 
what makes a 
leader. 
Frank Skeffington. the hero 
of Edwin O’Connor's novel, has 
been immersed in politics for 
50 years, and for 40 of those 
years he was dominant in his 
city. He emerges as a magnetic 
figure, half hero, half raseal, a 
legend in his own time, but 
known intimately by only a few. 
Politics was Frank Skeffing- 
ton’s life; it placed him in a pa­ 
ternalistic relationship with the 
Irish poor; it involved him in a 
rivalry with the city financiers 
and in a bitter feud with the 
opposition papers; it brought 
him up against the antagonism 
of the Italian contractors and 
exposed him to the lifelong hat­ 
red of the Cardinal since Skeff­ 
ington never hesitated to use the 
Church for his advantage. 
"The Last Hurrah" is a rra 1- 
able book, and the talk- the 
endless, various, garrulous, vit­ 
uperative. sentimental Irish talk 
—is one reason. It is a leisurely, 
unfolding story, and the big 
scenes are 
full of delight - 
scene« which once read are not 
soon forgotten.

One of the 
first signs of 
spring is the publishing by the 
USD A of the summer and fall 
planting and marketing guides. 
These reports are well ahead of 
summer planting and in plenty 
of time for growers, as a group, 
to decide whether they’ll have 
over production and poor prices 
or average production and fair 
prices. 
| 
Most of the acreages should 
be pretty much In line with last 
year. There are a couple of ex­ 
ceptions, however. 


Potatoes - Carrots 
An average of eight percent 
cut in summer and late potatoes 
has been suggested. If w p re­ 
fresh our memories we'll re­ 
member that our prices weren’t 
so good on our local crop last 
year. The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment suggests a fifteen percent 


cut on California summer and 
late potatoes. So think twice be­ 
fore you plant your 1956 potato 
acreage. 
Carrots are In a little differ­ 
ent position but one that is even 
more dangerous. Last year a lot 
of carrots were planted in the 
southwest early in the year. 
W eather conditions and light 
planting later on made the price 
nhoot up for all of the late crops. 
Without this 
unusual set of 
conditions, prices wouldn’t have 
been so good. Too any growers 
are apt to look back at those 
good prices and plant a lot of 
carrots. Prices could be disast­ 
rous. 
With 
normal 
planting, 
very much like last year, there 
will be a good supply and prices 
should be fair. 
USDA guides are only sug­ 
gestions; there’s no law to en-

Now’s the time to spray grass 
and other weeds with oil or 
general purpose contact weed 
killers.

1. Each new teacher shall be 
given a copy of the district eval­ 
uation policy upon request or 
sometim e during th s first month 
of school. 
2. 
The 
superintendent 
an I 
building principal shall be the 
evaluators. 
3. Appraisal should be eontin- 
uous; though ratings are of ne­ 
cessity subjective, they should be 
based on as many positive object­ 
ive evidences as possible. 
4. No w ritten evaluation shall 
be m ade during the first foui 
weeks of school. 
5. Evaluation reports may in- 
' elude suggestions for corrections 
of any weaknesses noted. 
6. Evaluation reports shall be 
completed in triplicate, one copy 
to be given to the evaluee, one to 
| the principal, and one to the sup­ 
erintendent, 
7. Probationary teachers are to 
have evaluation conferences at 
least 
each 
sem ester with 
the 
building principal at which time 
w ritten evaluation forms will be 
discussed. 
8. Perm anent teacher* are to 
have evaluation conference» at 
least once a year with the build­ 
ing principal at which tim e w rit­ 
ten 
evaluation reports will be 
discussed, 
9. 
The 
superintendent 
shall 
evaluate teachers at the princi­ 
pal’s request or at his discretion. 
10. A fter a principal has com- 
pleted an evaluation a conference! 
with the teacher is to be h # l! as 
soon as possible. 


11. At any conference the teach­ 
er m ay request and the principal, 
if possible, should give, inform a­ 
tion relative to the teacher’s pre­ 
sent status and suggestions for 
im provement. 


12. Evaluation reports will con­ 
tain no w ritten statem ent not 
seen by the teachers being eval­ 
uated. 


13. It is understood that the 
latest rating of a teacher will be 
* the m ajor one to be considered in 
the evaluation of a 
teacher’s 
success and in all cases will be 
the prim e determ inant in evalu- 
i ating the teacher’s work. 


14. The method of arriving a» 
an over-all rating of a teacher is 
determined by use of a grading 
system. 


15. To be considered for re-em ­ 
ployment a teacher’s over all ra t­ 
ing m ust be “Average, Above Av­ 
erage or Strong.” 
16. A teacher to be considered 
for perm anent tenure must attain 
an 
over-all 
rating 
of 
“Above 
Average” or “Strong.” 
17. That article 16 (above) in 
“Procedures Regarding Evalua­ 
tion” need not pertain to teach­ 
ers who have attain el the age 
of 60. If they are doing "Average. 
Above Average, or Strong” work 
they may be recommended for 
re-employment at the discretion 
of the evaluators. It is of prime 
im portance that evaluator and 
evaluee be cognizant of the fact 
that tenure ceases at the age of 
65. 
18. Teachers who are not to be 
re-employad will be notified prior 
to spring vacation, or by April 
15th, whichever is earlier.
